Lahore. The Human Rights 
Society in Pakistan has released 
a report on the political prison- 
ers in Pakistan arrested by Gen- 
eral Mohammad Zla ul-H«q'f 
mllllary admlnlslration.

|urt says that there are 375 
political prisoners in Pakistani 
jails, mostly members of the In- 
telligentsia - lawyers, trade 
imloiUsls and students. At a 
press conference organized by 
the society it was said that since 
the roiUtery came to power nine 
prlBoneri had died as a result 
of cruel freaiment. The report is 
based on an eight-month investi- 
gation conducted by society ac- 
lIvtslB. However, Western dip- 
lomats and observers believe 
that the figures quoted fa the 
report are too conservaUve.

Ibe rsnnants ol a 13th-century foriresa wall rub 
shoulders with the 14th-15lli-ceutury barns and 
houses belonging to arllians: lormldable, forti- 
fied lowers—wltb magnlflccnl palaces cu|oylng 
slate protection. 

Riga, capital ot Lolvla (one o| the Balllc r^ 
publics), is tometlmes called the "eastern Ham- 
burg" because of Its two lively ports— one for 
trade, the other for fishing. The Lalvinu capital 
Is also somotimes known as a "Hlllo Paris'', 
havtng In mtnd the architectural monuments and 
the city's traditions. Many people term Riga an 


"open-air museum": numerous lilslorlcal monu- 
ments aio coucenlraled over a very smsll area 
In the Old Qty. 

Hou'ever Its Inhabitants msintaln that Riga 
does not resemble any other town. Its oiigloallly 
Is due In no small measure to Its unusual land- 
scape. It la not often that one finds 12 rivers 
and Ihdr tributaries, 7 lakes, 15 Islands, ss well 
as bays, parks and forests In one rlly. 

Riga Is also a modern town nnd daringly ac- 
cepts new architectural styles. Pram the Dbsc^ 
vallon platform on the tower ol Bt Peter's 
Church one con see not only the old buildings, 
but also the impressive outlines ol new Riga: Ihe 
26-alorey Hotel Lalvl]a, Ihe rope bridges bciobb 
the Daugava and the Press House skyscraper.

people and lo fill in the dams. 

Over the three years ol con- 
strucUon dozens of kilometres 
of canals have been dug out lor 
which about ono million cubic 
metres of soil have been re- 
moved. some ol It — by pin- 
point blasting. An air field and 
a helicopter ground have been 
built. A field planted with green 
saplings can be seen several ki- 
lometres away from the con- 
Blruclion site. This li ibe first 
ever garden on the Zeld.

quicker by seeing how many matcbsllcks her 
unusually long eyelashes will supporL The perl 
was played by the Moscow schoolgirl, Anya 
Rodionova. One would never guessed looking at 
Ibis good-looking yonng person tbsl, within a 
comparatively short lime, would develop into 
one of tho more interesting of the younger 
generation ol dramallats, a writer ol both film- 
scripts end plays. 

After her debnt in "My Friend, Kolkai", Anya 
was to make a Qcetlng appearance In another 
lIlni-BonBailon— "Dingo, Ihe Wild Dog". It was 
therefore no surprise that on llnltlilng school, 
Anya entered the acting faculty ol the All-Union 
Inslltute lor Cinematography. It was rather what 
followed that caused relsod eyebrows. At the 
end ol her second year, Anya unexpectedly left 
the iiutllulo (In llsell an extremely rare oc- 
currence) and enrolled at the Institute ol Lite- 
rature. At tho time It might well have seemed 
that such a sharp chmgo In direction was the 
result ol girilab Irivollty— noUitug more. How- 
ever such decisive moves are typical ol Rodio- 
nova, a refloclloii of her exceptional strenglli ol 
cbaracler. 

Having decided to become a dramatist, she 
proceeded lo got on with tho Job ol wrillug 
plays. In 1070, ot Moscow's Mossovlet Theatre 
the first nlghl took place of a new play, "It Was 
the Spring of 1916". Slender and atlU very 
young, Anya Rodionova, the author, walked on 
the stage to take lier bows along willi tlie mem* 
beii of the cast and director. The play had a 
complex and serious theme — tlio fate ol tike 
generation ol Rusdan intelligentsia who, with 
dlHlcolty overcoming their doubts and vacilla- 
tion, had gone over to the Revolution. 

Rodionova had en onlstandlug success as n 
dramaiui. A number o( her plays were already 
being rehearsed, when she went oil at another 
tangent and, reluming lo the cinema, joined an 
advanced course for scilptwrilers. BvldcnUy, lor 
Anya, a quiet peaceful life goes against tho 
grain.
